GREAT DEMAND FOR COKE.

Seavcity of Cors soll the Most Serious
Disturbing Element—Prespect of New
Worke—~Talk of Advancliog Prices Early,

FrECIAL TELEGRAN TO THE DISFATOR. "

ScoTTDALE, September 25.—No important
change is visible in the coke market and its
sarroundings, The supply of cars rose apoint
or two on the Baltimore and Ohio and Penn-
sylvanin railways last week. The improvemont
reported, althouph small, materially assisted in
the hiastening of coke to points of consumption,

Beveral furnaces which wonld have com-

pelied to bank down were ur«l fmqn s0 &uing

this assistance. the
Sianlnm Valley was ubilged w s Ren Tl=
tions by reason of no fuel.

Three soldid coke traing were sent out
one gay this week to furnaces in Cleveland and
other Ohlo points which were on the verge of
suspension, It is believed by shipping agents
that the transportation facilities will be grad-
ually improved and the famine wiped out. The
works in the Conuelisville region are aléo af-
fected by the lnck of transportation. Coke is
being dumped on the yards, and the stock is of
such proportions that some of the works will
bave to shut down if ¢ars do mot come to the
rescue.  An operator well versed in the trade
defined his position as follows to-day “The
pig fron trade is active and, of course, the
orders for coke are large. We could fill all
the orders, but the cars to bear them to desti-
nation are not at hand. Were it not for the
coke that some of the big covsumers secured
when cars were in plentiful supply,l thiok they
would have to close their piants ere this. But
then the car famine won't last always.”

It is quietly whuparul around that the coke
vrices will be advanced a notch or so next
month or the month totln::zng. What is bebina
the scenes cannot be a8 the vperators
arc quite reticent on the matter. Some of
them deny the repert. The works are opera-
ting six days per week as & general rule.

THE NEWS AKD GOSSIP OF THE CITY

The real estate interestof Allegheny City
is suffering somewhat from insufficient
means for the conveyance of people to and
from the widely separated districts. The
completion of the warious rapid transit
projects, which are uoder way and in con-
templation, will remove this barrier to the
progress of the city and give ita forward
impetus greater than any it has ever experi-
enced.

The highest priced property, of course, is
fonnd in.the centrsl part of the city in the
neighborhood of the parks, where sales have
been made quite recently at as muchas
$600 a foot front. This was the price paid
by Mr. James H. Aiken, the Fifth avenuve
merchant, for a lot whereon heis erecting a
fine residence. Offers of $500 have been
made repeatedly and refused. Some choice
sites are held at $700 and $800 a foot. On
Buena Vista street a year ago lote sold for
2,500 which conld not now be bonght for less
than $,000, and owners are not anxious to sell
even at that figure. .

There is considerable activity in realty in the
lower part of the city, but as only a few of the
transactions are reported it is difficult to tell
just what is golng on. A number of important
improvemnents are going forward and others
are talked of. Owners are not anxious to sell.
They are awaiting the opening of California
avenue, and the completion uf the eleotric
road, which they think will stimulate the de-
mand for property and advance prices. This
18 certainly & rensonable conclusion.

Passing to the upper part of the city. the
Herr's Island distriet, it is found that, owing
to its isolated position and almost total lnck of
transportation facilitles, improvement isina
very backward state, There I8 some activity
in the Eighth and Thirteenth wards, reports of
which seldom reach the public, There is con-
siderable cheap property in these wards, which
rapid transit would make avaflable, Thereis
soms talk of the Pittsburg, Allegheny and
Manchester road runniog a line along Troy
Hill, in the Thirteenth ward.
